Bob  Planthoid  stated  that  the  statistics  from  MTC  regarding  the  Clipper  card  are  misleading  and 
often  in  error.  In  Februaiy,  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  will  have  to  rely  on  the  Clipper 
Card.  He  urged  the  Board  to  consider  community  education  for  seniors  and  to  tell  the  hearing 
officers  to  be  sensitive. 

John  Kyle  spoke  against  the  installation  of  parking  meters  as  recommended  by  the  Mission  Bay 
Parking  Management  plan  and  the  lack  of  public  outreach  regarding  the  plan. 

Herbert  Weiner  stated  that  there  is  a  problem  with  the  1  California.  Sometimes  passengers  have 
to  wait  and  then  thi'ee  buses  anive  at  once.  This  problem  has  been  going  on  for  six  months.  He 
also  discussed  how  the  discontinuance  of  the  2  Clement  was  creating  a  hardship  for  seniors  and 
people  with  disabilities  and  cyclists  who  run  red  lights  and  endanger  those  in  an  intersection. 
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Claire  Caldwell  discussed  the  recent  distribution  of  Trust  Fund  monies  and  how  drivers  who 
were  driving  in  1984  were  aggrieved  because  they  were  left  out.  This  money  was  the  result  of  a 
1984  cost  of  living  adjustment  that  was  placed  in  the  trust  fund  that  has  been  earning  interest. 
She  questioned  how  difficult  it  would  have  been  to  have  tracked  those  people  down  to  get  them 
paid.  She  expressed  hope  that  it  can  be  resolved  but  if  not  they  are  prepared  to  litigate  and  file 
appropriate  criminal  charges. 

Hannah  Kahn  spoke  against  the  parking  meters  planned  for  the  Mission  Bay  area  and  the  lack  of 
time  to  consider  the  impact  this  will  have  on  the  neighborhood.  Installing  parking  meters  is  a 
regressive  tax. 

Miranda  Caroligne  stated  that  there  was  veiy  little  public  outreach  for  the  Mission  Bay  parking 
Plan.  The  plan  is  great  where  it  is  applicable  but  not  for  her  neighborhood.  This  plan  will  cause 
a  lot  of  businesses  to  leave.  The  data  that  was  collected  wasn't  statistically  significant. 

Leah  LaCroix  stated  that  there  are  many  families  with  children  in  San  Francisco  who  ride  Muni 
every  day.  In  the  face  of  the  many  fiscal  cuts  that  affect  youth,  providing  free  Muni  for  all  youth 
will  greatly  and  positively  impact  them.

Director  Reiskin  also  reported  on  the  Carl  and  Cole  track  replacement  project;  L-Taraval  switch 
replacement;  the  annual  bicycle  count  report  and  the  FTA's  issuance  of  a  Letter  of  No  Prejudice 
for  the  Central  Subway  project. 

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Andy  Thornley,  SF  Bike  Coalition,  stated  that  SFBC  is  working  on  how  to  make  the  streets  safer. 
He  expressed  appreciation  for  the  Sustainable  Transport  Award  in  recognition  of  SFpark  and  the 
creation  of  parklets.  SFBC  is  supportive  of  "Free  Muni  for  Youth"  but  funding  is  key  so  it 
doesn't  impact  operations.  It's  terrific  to  see  bike  usage  increase. 

Jane  Martin,  POWER,  discussed  the  progress  of  the  "Free  Muni  for  Youth"  program.  They  have 
a  growing  movement  of  youth  and  families.  They  have  worked  with  the  School  District 
regarding  youth  responsibility  and  ownership.  She  expressed  apprecisition  for  SFMTA's 
cooperation.  They  are  tiying  to  identify  money  and  they  want  to  be  full  partners  in  trying  to  fund 
this.  POWER  would  like  to  meet  with  the  Board  members  individually.  She  expressed  hope  that 
it  would  be  an  informational  item  on  February  21. 

Jaron  Brown  and  Phimy  Truong  discussed  actions  taken  by  the  Youth  Commission.  They  played 
a  video  that  show  how  the  youth  are  supporting  "Free  Muni".  What  excites  so  many  of  them  is 
that  it  would  be  free.  A  cheaper  pass  doesn't  capture  the  same  access  to  transportation  nor  to 
education. 

Angelitia  Yu  advocated  for  the  consideration  of  free  passes  and  not  a  reduced  fare.  Parents  and 
students  would  still  struggle  if  they  had  to  pay  a  fare.  Families  can't  afford  the  fare  every  month. 

Beatriz  Herrera  expressed  support  for  the  "Free  Muni  for  Youth"  campaign.  The  youth  have 
taken  ownership  because  there's  a  real  need  in  the  community.  What  "free  Muni"  symbolizes  is 
freedom  and  access  to  education. 
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Juana  Tello,  POWER  expressed  support  for  making  Muni  free  for  youth.  Youth  fear  harassment 
when  they  get  on  the  bus  and  don't  have  enough  money  to  pay  the  fare.  It  should  be  free  and  not 
reduced.  There's  an  overwhehning  majorhy  of  support  for  making  it  free.  Muni  is  the  key  to 
independence  for  youth  and  it  means  they  don't  have  to  depend  on  their  parents  for  the  fare, 

Yeashan  Banks  stated  that  youth  give  an  overwhelmingly  positive  response  to  the  idea  that  Muni 
could  be  free.    It's  sad  that  an  elementaiy  school  youth  would  fear  getting  shot  at  on  Muni. 
Reducing  the  fare  will  not  solve  the  problem  because  the  fare  could  increase.  It's  a  hassle  for  the 
families  to  come  up  with  the  fare. 

Mario  Yedidia,  Youth  Commission,  spoke  about  why  a  free  pass  rather  than  a  reduced  fare  is 
important.  Between  2009  and  2010  the  price  of  the  pass  went  from  $10  to  $20.  The  community 
shifted  from  the  Youth  Lifeline  pass  to  free  Muni.  School  bus  service  will  all  but  be  eliminated 
in  2015.  70%  of  public  high  school  students  depend  on  public  transit  to  get  to  school. 

Herbert  Weiner  spoke  about  the  parking  plan.  This  Board  is  prejudiced  against  drivers.  Cars  are 
part  of  traffic.  The  Board  advocates  for  charging  for  parking  citywide  because  they  are  shaking 
people  down  rather  than  cutting  salaries  or  getting  the  money  from  big  business.  People 
shouldn't  be  punished  for  driving.  Everyone  has  to  share  in  the  burden  so  cyclists  should  pay. 

Marc  Solomon  stated  that  he  lives  in  the  neighborhood  where  the  parking  plan  is  slated  to  go 
down.  He  expressed  hope  that  a  consensus  solution  could  be  found,  "Free  Muni"  for  youth  is 
important.  The  SFMTA  needs  to  create  a  cuhure  of  taking  transit. 

8.  Citizens'  Advisory  Council  Report 

Daniel  Muiphy,  chairman,  Citizen's  Advisoiy  Council,  presented  the  report. 

9.  Public  Comment 

Herbert  Weiner  stated  that  the  SFMTA  should  pay  riders.  He  noted  difficulties  with  service  on 
the  1  CA  and  2  Clement  lines  in  the  last  few  weeks.  Buses  are  missing  or  are  bunched.  The 
SFMTS  shouldn't  make  a  "Transit  First"  passenger  last.  The  SFMTA  has  to  make  the  system 
efficient.  Nobody  is  going  to  take  a  bus  instead  of  a  car  because  a  bus  constantly  breaks  down. 
The  SFMTA  policy  isn't  about  fixing  the  bus  system,  but  is  on  fixing  the  passenger. 

David  Pilpel  commented  about  the  second  car  in  the  Metro.  People  tiy  to  take  their  bike  on 
board  the  second  vehicle  especially  at  night.  As  long  as  there  is  a  policy  that  prohibits  bikes,  the 
SFMTA  needs  to  proactively  manage  compliance.  It's  not  easy  to  have  a  consistent  message  to 
passengers  when  someone  brings  a  bike  thi'ough  a  station  at  night.  Other  issues  in  the  second  car 
are  that  the  car  is  not  always  open  on  the  N-Judah  and  the  head  signs  aren't  always  correct. 
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Sue  Vauglm  discussed  commuter,  tour  and  charter  buses  that  park  in  Muni  bus  stops.  She 
discussed  various  instances  when  a  private  bus  bloclced  Muni  service.  The  Board  should  be 
concerned  and  should  look  at  charging  these  buses  or  ticketing  them.  This  is  about  economic  and 
social  justice. 

Marc  Solomon  expressed  support  for  market  pricing  for  parking  but  noted  that  SFpark  seems  to 
want  to  price  for  parking  availability.  This  will  shift  modes  from  transit  to  autos  because  parking 
is  available  v/hich  may  delay  transit  in  the  long  run.  If  the  SFMTA  doesn't  improve  its'  standing 
as  a  reliable  conservator  of  resources,  it  won't  get  the  two  thirds'  approval  needed  for  a  ballot 
measure.  The  SFMTA  needs  to  make  sure  resources  dedicated  to  transit  stay  with  transit. 

Director  Heinicke  asked  for  a  report  on  the  status  of  tour  and  commuter  buses.

Roland  Wong  discussed  accessible  fare  gates  for  the  Central  Subway  project. 

8.  Citizens'  Advisoiy  Council  Report 

9.  Public  Comment 

David  Sale,  Transit  Safety  Alliance,  discussed  driver  behavior. 

Anonymous  discussed  the  process  for  resolving  parking  tickets  and  requested  an  appointment 
with  Director  Reiskin.  Crucial  information  is  withheld  until  after  the  time  to  protest  has  passed. 
The  protest  procedures  are  cumbersome  and  most  protests  are  denied.  There  is  no  accountability. 

Jane  Martin,  POWER,  expressed  hope  that  the  Board  could  act  soon  on  the  "Free  Muni  for 
Youth"  proposal.  POWER  has  been  working  with  Supervisor  Campos's  office  to  secure 
funding.  It  would  be  good  if  the  MTA  Board  could  conditionally  approve  "Free  Muni"  pending 
approval  of  funds  by  MTC. 

Manuela  Esteva,  POWER,  expressed  support  for  "Free  Muni  for  Youth",  It  has  become  more 
and  more  difficult  for  families  to  provide  passes  for  their  children  and  it's  sad  to  see  families 
who  have  to  walk  a  long  distance  because  they  can't  afford  the  fare. 

Beatriz  HeiTera,  POWER,  stated  that  this  is  a  growing  movement  for  "Free  Muni  for  Youth". 
There  are  a  lot  of  students  from  different  schools  participating.  She  encouraged  the  Board  to 
schedule  a  hearing. 

Anali  Podilla,  POWER,  expressed  support  for  "Free  Muni  for  Youth."  It's  difficult  for  families 
to  find  the  money  to  buy  a  fast  pass. 

Mark  Gmberg  expressed  concern  about  implementation  of  a  permanent  medallion  program. 
After  the  Taxi  Advisoiy  Council  finished  discussion,  staff  put  forth  a  proposal  that  is  a  radical 
departure  from  what  has  gone  before.  It  would  award  one-third  of  the  permits  to  certain  cab 
companies  in  exchange  for  a  lease  fee.  This  would  have  a  devastating  effect  on  taxi  drivers.  By 
awarding  them  to  cab  companies,  the  decision  about  which  companies  will  thi'ive  or  die  will  be 
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determined. 


Barry  Pearl  discussed  an  experience  he  had  dealing  with  commuter  credit  cards  and  Wage 
Works.  The  company  had  no  clue  how  to  deal  with  his  situation.  Neither  311  nor  Clipper  Card 
had  any  idea  about  how  to  help  him. 

B.  Estela,  POWER,  expressed  support  for  "Free  Muni  for  Youth."  The  kids  need  one  less  woriy 
so  they  can  focus  on  their  schooling.  Often  youth  have  to  risk  getting  on  the  back  of  the  bus 
without  a  fare.  There  are  many  low  income  families  who  are  tiying  to  survive  in  San  Francisco. 
She  asked  the  Board  to  vote  in  support  of  the  program  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mario  Yedidia,  Youth  Commission,  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Board  for  meeting  with  youth 
to  discuss  providing  Muni  for  free.  This  will  bridge  a  class  divide  in  San  Francisco.  He  asked 
the  Board  to  schedule  a  vote  ideally  for  March  20.  Much  of  the  funding  depends  on  outside 
agencies. 

Herbert  Weiner  stated  that  he's  having  difficulty  on  the  1  CA  line.  Twice  last  week  the  bus  had 
to  turn  back  before  it  reached  its'  terminal.  When  asked,  he  wasn't  provided  an  explanation  as  to 
why  the  buses  were  being  turned  back  and  why  they  were  bunched  up.  The  destination  and 
arrival  signs  are  inaccurate. 

Luis  Barahona,  Jamestown  Community  Center,  expressed  hope  that  there  can  be  a  vote  on  March 
20"'  so  "Free  Muni  for  Youth"  can  move  forward.  They  have  been  meeting  with  a  coalition  of 
people  to  figure  out  an  education  campaign.  Rider  safety,  responsibility  and  creating  life-long 
Muni  riders  are  the  three  main  issues.  There  will  be  an  increase  in  youth  who  use  Muni  to  get  to 
school  because  of  cuts  to  the  school  bus  program. 

David  Pilpel  discussed  the  operating  structural  deficit.  He  is  not  sure  if  the  $30  million  in 
expenditure  reductions  have  been  achieved  but  if  so,  it  would  be  good  to  tell  that  stoiy.  It  is 
incongruous  that  over  the  last  year,  Muni  has  increased  service  on  the  F-line,  28,  N-Express,  N 
Judah  to  Caltrain  and  the  14  Mission  extension.  This  furthers  the  deficit.  The  SFMTA  needs  to 
reconcile  the  stoiy  if  it  is  going  to  ask  for  more  revenue. 

Bany  Taranto  stated  that  Valentine's  Day  was  not  a  love  affair  for  the  taxi  industiy.  Attendance 
was  horrible  at  the  taxi  town  hall  meetings.  People  need  to  know  about  the  town  hall  meetings. 
He  wondered  why  the  taxi  division  was  still  part  of  Finance  and  Information  Technology  and 
stated  that  the  website  stinks  in  terms  of  taxi  information. 

Hansu  Kim,  DeSoto,  stated  that  there  are  serious  concerns  that  still  need  to  be  addressed.  The 
key  problems  in  the  industiy  are  that  there  aren't  enough  taxis  and  existing  taxis  aren't  picking 
up  neighborhood  or  paratransit  calls.  There  are  an  all-time  high  number  of  drivers  who  don't 
have  a  license.  Individuals  who  act  as  brokers  have  taken  over  the  industiy  and  exploit  drivers. 
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Angelina  Yu,  Adopt-An-Alleyway,  discussed  commute  patterns  of  students.  Youth  are 
passionate  about  "Free  Muni  for  Youth'*.  It's  needed.  Behind  each  Valentine,  there  is  a  stoiy. 
She  asked  that  the  Board  make  the  vote  happen  soon  so  students  can  use  it  this  year. 

Bob  Allen  stated  that  the  advocacy  campaign  for  Free  Muni  has  been  one  of  the  best  he's  ever 
seen.  The  advocates  have  found  the  funding.  Unless  it  goes  foiward  with  a  vote  soon,  the 
momentum  is  at  risk.  This  is  a  broad  based  movement  that  will  support  the  agency  in  the  future 
with  its  future  revenue  needs.  This  campaign  delivers  concrete  benefits  for  youth  and  is  an 
opportunity  to  change  how  people  feel  about  Muni. 

Tariq  Mehmood  stated  that  the  situation  is  getting  worse.  Last  time  taxi  drivers  protested,  the 
drivers  came  to  the  town  hall  meetings.  The  SFMTA  doesn't  want  to  implement  those  proposals. 
The  protests  are  coming  at  the  next  meeting  and  in  the  future  and  they  are  big.  Drivers  are  being 
called  names  by  the  director  of  the  division.  They  don't  want  corporate  medallions  or  electronic 
waybills. 

Chairman  Nolan  requested  information  about  driver  training,  what  the  SFMTA  can  do  to 
enhance  pedestrian  safety  and  accessible  fare  gates  in  the  Central  Subway.

Baiiy  Taranto  expressed  appreciation  for  the  item.  The  lack  of  taxi  companies  in  the  audience 
speaks  volumes.  At  first  he  wasn't  in  favor  of  it  because  it  is  hard  for  a  passenger  to  recognize  a 
cab.  The  revenue  impact  is  huge  and  it's  important  to  know  how  much  as  been  collected. 

Tariq  Mehmood  stated  that  cab  drivers  objected  to  back  seat  terminals  in  the  past  and  this  opens 
the  door  to  them.  Time  is  being  wasted  on  this  rather  than  on  serving  the  public.  His  cab  is  40% 
empty.  There  a;re  other  serious  issues  such  as  dispatch  that  needs  to  be  addressed  first.

Director  Reiskin  presented  Special  Recognition  Awards  to  Ron  Niewiarowski  and  Al  Casciato. 

Director  Reiskin  discussed  bicycle  projects  and  awards;  Moody's  rating;  Church  and  Duboce 
Construction  Project  and  sunshined  various  labor  agreements.  He  commended  Taxi  Services 
staff  for  their  work.

9.  Public  Comment 

Corey  Lamb  discussed  Ubercab  companies  that  take  fares  from  legitimate  cab  drivers  and  operate 
with  impunity. 

Tara  Housman  discussed  the  Taxi  Advisoiy  Council  recommendations  and  the  perception  that 
the  SFMTA  has  disdain  for  the  TAC.  She  also  discussed  why  the  Taxi  Services  should  be  its  own 
division. 

Marcelo  Fonseca  expressed  concern  about  Ubercab.  Medallion  sales  will  be  worthless  if  there 
isn't  action  taken  about  Ubercab 

Roberto  Ferreira  hopes  the  SFMTA  will  follow  the  medallion  list. 

Richard  Wiener  urged  the  Board  not  to  exclude  the  Pre-K  holders  from  medallion  sales.  Illegal 
cabs  are  making  money  because  there  is  a  demand.  There  needs  to  be  a  book  of  regulations  so 
drivers  know  the  rules. 

Hansu  Kim  discussed  medallion  sales,  a  shortage  of  taxis  and  illegal  operation  of  medallions  by 
brokers  and  medallion  holders. 

Naeem  Malik  stated  that  policies  are  hurting  drivers.  They  are  suffering  from  the  medallion  pilot 
program.  Medallions  should  only  be  issued  to  drivers  on  the  waiting  list.  Uber  will  take  over  the 
industiy  soon  if  there  aren't  more  cabs. 

Bariy  Taranto  stated  that  taxi  drivers  aren't  given  information  about  meetings  and  the  website 
isn't  updated  properly.  The  Taxi  Advisory  Council  should  look  at  issues.  Ed  Reiskin  had 
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promised  that  he  would  put  Taxi  Sei-vices  under  him. 

Bill  Mounsey  stated  that  Board  has  no  idea  what  it's  like  to  drive  a  taxi.  Taxi  drivers  are  the 
backbone  of  the  City  but  they're  treated  like  they're  nothing.  The  industiy  is  going  downhill. 
Something  has  to  be  done  about  Ubercab. 

Stewart  Rosen  discussed  pre-K  drivers  and  stated  that  he  is  affronted  by  the  idea  that  pre-K 
holders  can't  sell  their  medallions. . 

James  Gray  discussed  purchasing  a  pre-K  medallion  and  his  driving  history. 

Reggie  McCray  discussed  a  letter  he  sent  regarding  post-  Prop  G  reforms  and  accountability.  He 
submitted  a  proposal  regarding  the  general  sign-up.  There  is  no  accountability  in  the  current 
proposal  and  it  is  favorable  to  some. 

Maiy  McGuire  expressed  support  for  the  ability  of  the  Pre-K  to  sell  their  medallion.  She  also 
discussed  parking  at  Coit  Tower,  bikes  in  the  Stockton  tunnel  and  Ubercab. 

Tone  Lee  discussed  how  Muni  could  reduce  deaths  and  injuries. 

Mark  Gruberg  discussed  the  requirement  for  rear  seat  terminals.  He  suggested  a  revised  review 
process  so  there  is  ample  opportunity  to  review  materials. 

John  Han  discussed  Ubercabs  plan  to  put  cars  on  the  street  and  the  need  for  open  taxi  access  and 
single  operator  cabs.

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Chairman  Nolan  recognized  former  Director,  Bruce  Oka  for  his  service.  Bruce  Oka  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  Board. 

Director  Reiskin  and  Chainnan  Nolan  presented  a  plaque  to  Debra  Johnson,  Director, 
Administration,  Safety  and  Training. 

Director  Reiskin  presented  a  special  recognition  award  to  Ernestine  Mims,  transit  operator; 
Green  Division,  Transit  Services. 

Director  Reiskin  discussed  the  Central  Subway  Project,  the  Church  and  Duboce  project,  taxi 
service  for  the  US  Open;  the  SFMTA's  new  logo;  use  of  part  time  operators  and  introduced 
Vince  Harris  as  the  new  Director  of  Capital  Projects  and  Construction, 

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Francisco  DaCosta  stated  that  Bmce  Oka  did  a  great  service  and  that  nothing  negative  can  be  said 
about  him,  He  also  discussed  the  Central  Subway  Project  and  the  need  to  ensure  that  small 
businesses  aren't  hurt.  He  also  expressed  appreciation  for  the  bus  shelters  at  Third  and  Palou. 

Bariy  Taranto  welcomed  Director  Rubke  and  suggested  that  she  get  a  paratransit  debit  card.  He 
also  discussed  the  use  of  spare  cabs. 

Tariq  Mehmood  discussed  other  special  events  held  in  San  Francisco  and  said  that  there  isn't  a 
need  for  more  taxicabs.  Cab  drivers  don't  want  more  cabs  and  those  who  say  more  cabs  are 
needed  have  a  financial  interest  in  having  more  cabs. 

Hansu  Kim  expressed  appreciation  for  being  allowed  to  use  the  spare  cabs  in  order  to  meet 
demand.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Ms.  Jolinson  and  welcomed  Director  Rubke. 

Tone  Lee  stated  that  the  SFMTA  has  done  much  for  the  public  but  heeds  to  have  better  public 
relations.  Safety  isn't  only  a  problem  for  Muni  drivers.  Sound  could  be  used  to  alert  people.

9.  Public  Comment 

Herbert  Weiner  discussed  a  memo  he  sent  regarding  his  concerns.  There  are  some  bus  stops  that 
don't  announce  vehicles.  Buses  don't  arrive  on  time.  He  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  a  public 
disclosure  of  the  SFMTA's  internal  operations  on  an  annual  basis.  The  TEP  should  be  halted 
and  re-examined.  There  hasn't  been  an  improvement  in  service  delivery. 
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Dorian  Maxwell  discussed  an  article  about  the  conditions  of  Muni  equipment.  There's  a  hostile 
working  environment.  He  asked  the  Board  to  rectify  the  retaliation  against  him.  He  stated  that 
he  is  an  advocate  for  health  and  safety  and  nothing  has  been  done.  He  would  like  to  resolve  the 
matter  and  his  next  move  will  be  a  legal  one. 

Francisco  Da  Costa  asked  the  Board  to  work  with  university  students  on  a  general  management 
plan  with  a  focused  emphasis  on  transportation.  Board  members  need  to  go  to  the  southeast 
sector  to  see  how  seniors  are  served.  The  spacing  of  bus  stops  are  far  away  on  Van  Ness  which 
adversely  impacts  seniors.  Seniors  should  be  respected. 

Jane  Martin,  POWER,  provided  an  update  on  the  "Free  Muni  for  Youth"  program.  The 
Transportation  Authority  has  allocated  funds  and  POWER  is  now  working  with  MTC,  MTC  has 
recommended  $4  million  in  funding.  This  pilot  is  a  perfect  fit  for  the  MTC  funds.  She  asked 
the  Board  to  reach  out  to  MTC  Commissioners.  They  are  also  working  on  the  evaluation, 
education  and  implementation  components. 

Charles  DuBois  expressed  support  for  Dorian  Maxwell  who  was  fired  for  being  a  vvhistleblower. 
The  police  are  responsible  for  the  death  of  Kenneth  Harding,  Jr.  His  mother  called  for  a 
shutdown  of  Muni  on  the  day  he  was  shot.  He  wants  justice  for  fired  workers. 

Neal  Patel,  SFBC,  provided  an  update  on  bicycle  safety  and  education.  In  July  they  are  offering 
free  cycling  workshops  including  specialty  courses.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Board  for 
approving  parking  relocation  changes  on  1     Street  between  Haiiison  and  Potrero. 

Nathan  Dwiri  discussed  his  experience  in  the  taxi  industry  and  taxi  regulations.  More 
regulations  aren't  a  step  forward.  The  question  that  the  Board  needs  to  ask  about  any  regulation 
is  whether  it  results  in  a  better,  more  efficient  and  responsive  industiy  that  serves  the  public. 

Bariy  Tai'anto  discussed  peak  time  taxis  and  when  demand  is  high  and  low.  He  urged  the  Board 
to  make  a  decision  about  Ubercab.  The  CPUC  is  ignoring  the  issue  and  they  need  to  be 
regulated.  He  also  discussed  staffing  changes  and  representation  at  key  meetings. 

Tariq  Mehmood  discussed  taxi  regulations  and  e-waybills.  The  drivers  don't  want  them  and  they 
invade  the  privacy  of  taxi  driver  and  passengers.  The  Board  doesn't  understand  the  industry  and 
is  incapable. 

Hansu  Kim  expressed  his  faith  in  the  agency  to  move  the  industiy  forward.  He  expressed 
concern  about  changes  to  the  credit  card  fee  and  called  it  an  unfunded  mandate  that  will  have 
consequences.  Companies  are  investing  in  services  but  are  put  into  a  position  of  non- 
compefitiveness  with  no  enforcement  and  no  standards,  They  can't  compete  against  companies 
who  aren't  meeting  the  standards.  The  SFMTA  should  create  high  standards  and  apply  them 
evenly. 
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Tone  Lee  expressed  support  for  the  SFMTA  but  it  has  wasted  a  lot  of  money.  The  T-Iine  is 
losing  money.  Out  of  town  cabs  come  to  San  Francisco  on  the  weekend  to  make  money.

Director  Reiskin  presented  a  special  recognition  award  to  Rudy  Uribe,  transit  operator,  Green 
Division,  Transit  Services. 

Director  Reiskin  discussed  the  America's  Cup  and  the  launch  of  the  E-line;  the  Central  Subway 
project,  and  recent  ads  on  vehicles. 

Discussion  of  growing  bicycling  and  safe,  civil  streets  was  continued  to  the  September  18 
meeting. 

Director  Heinicke  requested  a  report  regarding  the  speed  of  light  rail  vehicles  in  the  Twin  Peaks 
Tunnel. 

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Herbert  Weiner  discussed  the  recent  ad  on  Muni  vehicles  and  wondered  about  the  review  process 
prior  to  posting.  The  SFMTA  has  to  get  money  legitimately. 

Peter  Witt  discussed  the  lack  of  taxi  stands  at  major  events  and  how  taxicab  drivers  are  being 
ticketed  for  tiying  to  serve  the  public. 

Cliiistopher  Fulkerson  discussed  free  speech.  When  government  creates  a  sign,  the  information 
in  the  sign  is  understood  to  be  approved  by  government,  which  is  not  okay. 

8.  Citizens'  Advisory  Council  Report 
No  report. 

9.  Public  Comment 

Tara  Housman  discussed  the  America's  Cup,  the  SFMTA's  distain  of  the  Taxi  Advisoiy  Council 
(TAC)  and  the  enforcement  of  meters  on  hidependence  Day.  . 

Brad  Newsham  discussed  the  recent  resignation  of  TAC  members.  They  tried  to  improve  the 
industiy  but  were  treated  horribly. 

Brian  Rosen  stated  that  the  wait  list  was  left  off  the  agenda.  People  on  the  wait  list  are  not  being 
taken  care  of  He  should  be  given  a  chance  to  get  his  medallion  in  the  same  way  that  others  have. 

Howard  Meehan  discussed  the  medallion  wait  list  and  what  it's  like  to  drive  a  cab.  Cab  drivers 
are  being  thi-own  under  the  bus. 
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Ed  Healy  stated  that  the  SFMTA  has  ignored  the  cab  industry's  plan  and  they  had  been  promised 
money  but  the  SFMTA  is  getting  three  times  more  money.  Their  work  has  been  thrown  into  the 
trash. 

Herbert  Weiner  discussed  late  or  missing  buses,  the  need  to  adhere  to  schedules  and  vehicle 
switchbacks. 

Cliiistopher  Fulkerson  discussed  process,  expressed  appreciation  for  promoting  Ms.  Hayashi,  and 
read  a  quote.  Taxi  town  hall  meetings  are  a  sham. 

Ron  Wolter  presented  a  letter  he  sent  to  Ms.  Hayashi  about  taxi  stands  at  the  Caltrain  Station  and 
asked  that  the  issue  of  taxi  flow  and  taxi  stands  be  addressed.  The  industry  has  no 
representation. 

Peter  Witt  stated  that  has  been  ostracized  by  the  SFMTA  and  the  former  Taxi  Commission.  His 
suggestions  regarding  implementing  a  congesting  pricing  system  and  increasing  taxi  supply  have 
been  ignored.  He  also  discussed  how  data  from  his  taxi  survey  is  useable  yet  is  deleted.  (Mr. 
Witt  provided  a  written  statement  that  is  attached  to  these  minutes.) 

Corey  Lamb  discussed  the  need  for  taxi  stands  at  large  events  such  as  the  recent  celebration  for 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge.  There  was  no  accessible  place  to  drop  off  passengers. 

Bariy  Taranto  expressed  concern  about  the  resignation  of  TAC  members  and  suggested  that  the 
Board  discuss  it.  He  requested  information  regarding  Ms.  Hayashi's  status.  He  stated  that  the 
taxi  items  should  be  put  off  and  the  Board  should  attend  town  hall  meetings. 

David  Barlow  wondered  if  the  Board  had  published  a  plan  to  improve  taxi  service.  The  industiy 
needs  to  know  what  the  plan  is  because  all  they've  seen  is  a  new  scheme  month  after  month  with 
no  improvement.  He  also  discussed  the  need  to  control  other  vehicles  that  are  trying  to  perform 
taxi  service. 

Iza  Pardinas  expressed  disbelief  that  the  taxi  medallion  wait  list  would  be  done  away  with. 
Medallions  should  be  kept  for  drivers  who  deserve  them.  The  "little  people"  should  get 
medallions  before  companies  do. 

Keith  Dennis  discussed  the  lack  of  bus  shelters  at  Fillmore  and  Eddy  streets.  People  are  freezing 
because  there's  no  shelter.  People  also  need  electronic  signs  to  tell  them  when  a  bus  is  coming. 

Emil  Lawrence  stated  that  if  the  SFMTA  thinks  medallions  are  their  assets  then  cab  drivers  are 
the  SFMTA's  slaves.  Cab  drivers  get  bills  that  aren't  covered  by  insurance  when  they  have  been 
in  an  accident.  No  other  vehicle  associated  with  transportation  gets  parking  tickets.  The  TAC 
has  been  kept  in  the  dai'k  and  nobody  consults  with  the  guys  who  work  in  the  industry. 
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Mark  Gruberg  stated  that  the  industiy  has  moved  from  a  participatory  process  to  a  dictatorial 
process.  The  message  from  the  TAC  resignations  is  about  as  loud  a  message  as  could  be.  The 
taxi  industiy  has  unprecedented  competition  due  to  lack  of  state  regulation  which  is  a  threat  to 
their  survival  and  to  the  SFMTA's  regulatory  scheme.  People  on  the  list  have  waited  for  14-16 
years  but  they're  now  being  pushed  out  without  explanation. 

Charles  Rathbone  expressed  appreciation  for  an  award  given  to  Luxor  Cab  from  readers  of  SF 
Magazine  who  voted  Luxor  as  the  best  of  the  Bay  Area. 

Bill  Mounsey  read  his  letter  of  resignation  from  the  TAC.  The  SFMTA  Board  hasn't  taken  their 
reconmiendations  seriously,  TAC  members  have  over  1 00  years  of  experience  which  is  not  respected. 

Robert  Cessano  stated  that  the  SFMTA  has  taken  over  $20  million  from  the  industry  but  it  can't 
run  buses.  The  SFMTA  doesn't  care  about  enforcement  or  taxis  because  it  is  getting  money  from 
drivers. 

Bariy  Korengold  discussed  his  resignation  from  TAC.  After  two  years  of  work,  before 
presenting  recommendations,  the  SFMTA  puts  out  a  plan  that  doesn't  consider  what  the  TAC  has 
talked  about  and  that  disregards  drivers  who  have  put  their  lives  into  the  industiy.  The  SFMTA 
needs  to  listen  to  the  concerns  and  not  just  look  at  medallions  as  a  revenue  source. 

Tariq  Mehmood  stated  that  his  income  has  dropped  by  50%.  Taxi  stands  are  packed  with  cabs 
waiting  for  rides.  Uber  cab  is  taking  money  from  his  pocket.  The  SFMTA  is  not  working  for 
taxi  drivers  and  needs  to  find  ways  to  create  more  business  rather  than  cut  income. 

Benjamin  Valis  expressed  disappointment.  At  a  critical  juncture  there  is  a  fleet  of  pirate  taxis  that 
charge  double  or  triple  the  authorized  rate  and  rather  than  come  up  with  way  to  handle  it,  the 
SFMTA  has  come  up  with  way  to  make  money  from  medallion  sales.  The  SFMTA  is  out  of 
touch

Hansu  Kim  discussed  the  number  of  medallions  in  sei-vice  and  having  standards  of  operation  for 
all  medallions.  He  also  discussed  the  Taxi  Advisory  Council  and  the  need  to  do  something  about 
other  "on-demand"  taxi  services. 

Ed  Healy  discussed  the  former  medallion  pilot  program,  the  lack  of  transparency  and  how  the 
SFMTA  is  not  paying  attention  and  is  puttmg  people  into  poverty  if  they  don't  get  the 
medallions. 

Mark  Gruberg  stated  that  the  Board  is  blinded  by  self  interested  and  is  focused  on  their  own 
financial  self-interest.  He  discussed  the  impact  of  the  medallion  sales  on  the  Driver's  Fund  and 
alternate  car  services.

Director  Reiskin  presented  special  recognition  awards  to  Johnny  Ng,  Construction  Inspector, 
Capital  Planning  and  Construction  Division;  Greg  Balitaan,  Clerk,  Taxi  and  Accessible  Sei-vices 
Division;  and  Kiniberly  Robinson,  transit  operator.  Woods  Division,  Transit  Services, 

Director  Reiskin  also  discussed  October  6-7  weekend  sei-vice  and  Muni's  Centennial  Celebration 
events. 

8.  Citizens'  Advisoiy  Council  Report 
No  public  comment, 

9.  Public  Comment 

Mark  Gruberg  stated  that  the  taxi  industry  was  told  that  a  taxi  item  would  be  on  the  agenda. 
They  have  waited  for  hours  and  now  are  given  one  minute  to  speak. 

Tara  Houseman  stated  that  one  minute  wasn't  enough  time  to  address  taxi  items.  People  on  the 
wait  list  are  getting  screwed,  money  is  being  taken  out  of  the  industiy  and  the  Board  knows 
nothing  about  cab  industiy. 

Andrew  Green  discussed  the  desire  to  put  out  more  medallions,  the  disregard  for  working  cab 
drivers  and  the  need  to  find  a  better  way  of  communicating  with  the  Industry. 

Bill  Monsey  stated  that  the  SFMTA  gives  cab  drivers  nothing  and  takes  things  away.  Directors 
are  right  wing  consei-vatives.  He  has  been  on  the  list  for  17  years  and  will  get  nothing. 

Stephen  Hymenay  stated  that  the  SFMTA  is  watering  down  his  investment  in  his  medallion  by 
giving  medallions  to  cab  companies. 

Christopher  Fulkerson  stated  that  the  Board's  duty  is  to  prevent  cars  with  moustaches.  Solutions 
are  only  for  companies  and  not  for  the  7,000  cab  drivers.  There  is  a  clear  conflict  of  interest. 
Prop  A  isn't  something  that  can  be  swept  away. 

Jim  Templeton  stated  that  the  SFMTA  can't  run  a  bus  company  and  pays  bus  drivers  three  times 
more  than  taxi  drivers.  This  must  stop. 
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Corey  Lamb  discussed  the  situation  with  Uber  who  wants  to  take  taxis  and  everything  else.  He 
has  been  approached  by  Uber  to  drive.  He  urged  the  SFMTA  to  stop  Uber. 

Carl  Macmurdo  discussed  the  people  on  the  medallion  wait  list  who  will  suffer.  He  urged  the 
SFMTA  to  find  a  way  to  give  medallions  to  the  people  on  the  list. 

Dan  Hinds  asked  that  greater  consideration  be  given  to  people  at  the  top  of  the  wait  list.  People 
further  down,  under  current  approach,  they  could  have  bought,  now  will  have  to  pay  $300K 

Ray  Seresht  discussed  taxi  medallions  and  the  impact  that  taking  medallions  will  have  on 
families. 

Naeem  Malik  discussed  the  violation  of  his  civil  rights  and  how  people  are  not  given  an 
opportunity.  He  is  protesting  to  be  silent. 

Eddine  discussed  how  he  came  to  the  country  and  got  on  the  wait  list.  The  SFMTA  has  given 
people  with  money  the  chance  to  jump  the  line.  He  has  earned  the  chance  and  wants  the  SFMTA 
to  honor  the  contract. 

Jeffrey  Rosen  stated  that  cab  drivers  are  enraged  but  nobody  is  listening.  He  urged  the  SFMTA  to 
honor  the  medallion  wait  list.  There  is  no  other  choice  than  to  pursue  legal  action  and  a  ballot 
initiative. 

Iza  Pardinas  asked  the  SFMTA  to  honor  the  contract  that  taxi  drivers  have  been  waiting  for; 
ordeal  with  the  repercussions  later.  Cab  drivers  are  not  easy  prey. 

Juan  Magnoli  discussed  how  long  he's  been  on  the  list  and  asked  the  SFMTA  to  honor  the  wait 
list.  People  are  upset. 

Tariq  Mehmood  stated  that  Mayor  Lee  got  campaign  donations  from  cab  companies  and  then 
Director  Reiskin  gave  200  medallions  to  cab  companies.  Drivers  offered  you  more.  This  is 
corruption.  Drivers  are  ready  to  come  to  your  houses  and  do  critical  mass.  This  is  wrong. 

Bariy  Taranto  stated  that  he  would  file  a  Sunshine  complaint  because  the  youth  were  allowed  to 
speak  for  two  minutes  when  they  didn't  have  an  item  on  the  agenda  but  taxi  drivers  got  one 
minute.  He  also  discussed  the  issuance  of  200  medallions. 

Tone  Lee  said  that  the  SFMTA  should  look  at  New  York  and  Hong  Kong  if  it  wants  to  improve 
the  taxi  industry.  There,  drivers  don't  have  to  be  with  a  cab  company.    Cab  companies  lobbyists 
have  too  much  power.  Cab  drivers  should  have  equal  rights  to  lease  medallion  directly. 

David  Basada  showed  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  stated  that  the  SFMTA 
is  depriving  cab  drivers  of  medallions  which  is  a  violation  of  the  Constitution. 
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Aaron  Small  protested  the  action  of  giving  medallions  to  cab  companies  ratiier  tlian  to 
companies.  Tiiis  is  not  economically  fair  and  bypasses  drivers.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  public 
trust.  He  urged  reconsideration. 

Abdelhamid  Lamsiva  expressed  disappointment.  He  received  a  letter  saying  he  could  buy  a 
medallion  but  he  has  been  on  wait  list  for  years.  He  feels  let  down  by  the  200  medallions  going 
to  cab  companies. 

Tokunbo  Solarin  stated  that  there  wasn't  time  to  say  what  he  had  to  say.  He  thought  that  taxi 
items  would  be  on  the  agenda  and  expressed  there  will  be  a  structure  where  eveiybody  follows 
the  rules. 

Ahmad  Alboydh  discussed  being  on  the  list,  and  the  medallions  that  were  given  to  company.  He 
asked  the  SFMTA  to  honor  the  contract.  Cab  drivers  need  the  money. 

Dave  Schneider  discussed  the  number  of  miles  a  full  time  taxi  driver  drives  and  the  number  of 
passengers  they  carry  in  a  year.  He  discussed  the  change  to  the  time  limit  being  disrespectful  to 
the  working  poor  but  how  it  may  also  be  a  denial  of  equal  protection  of  the  law, 

Peter  Witt  discussed  what  a  San  Francisco  minute  is.  This  is  what  the  SFMTA  has  done  and  It 
will  reap  the  repercussions.  This  is  disrespectful.  The  last  person  on  the  list  should  be  respected. 

Ghotra  stated  that  people  arie  upset  and  want  to  be  respected.  He  asked  the  SFMTA  to  give 
drivers  their  medallion. 

Barry  Korengold  stated  that  the  Board  is  exemplifying  the  lack  of  respect  shown  to  cab  drivers. 
Cab  drivers  went  to  three  years  of  meetings  and  came  up  with  a  compromise  plan.  The  SFMTA 
is  doing  nothing  about  illegal  limos  and  taxis  and  is  devaluing  medallions. 

Branton  Burke  discussed  changes  to  the  37  Corbett  and  the  lack  of  notice  to  the  community.  He 
wondered  when  the  changes  would  go  into  effect.  Three  stops  on  the  Corbett  line  are  being 
eliminated  without  notice  except  to  those  neighbors  on  Dawnview  and  Gienview. 

Patricia  Campe-Aguilar  stated  that  the  37  Corbett  process  was  problematic.  The  three  stops 
proposed  for  elimination  form  a  safe,  functional  transit  hub  for  passengers. 

Wosen  Habib  discussed  how  he's  served  San  Francisco.  He  has  been  on  the  wait  list  for  eight 
years  and  has  gotten  nothing.  Drivers  offered  more  than  double  what  companies  offered  for  the 
medallions. 
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David  Pilpel  discussed  the  37  Corbett;  the  transition  from  old  to  new  bus  shelters;  the  lack  of 
NextMuni  signs  at  certain  intersections;  and  the  status  of  the  BARTPIus  agreement.  He  also 
discussed  the  level  of  rhetoric  and  that  comment  should  be  professional  and  not  personal. 

Paul  Fernandez  stated  that  he  will  get  screwed  out  of  a  medallion.  He  also  got  screwed  out  of  an 
"S"  medallion.  Giving  medallions  to  corporations  is  "bull".

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Director  Ramos  asked  about  getting  a  bicycle  counter  installed  along  heavily  used  bicycle 
corridors. 

Director  Heinicke  arrived. 

Director  Ramos  asked  staff  to  look  into  assaults  on  fare  inspectors.  Chairman  Nolan  asked  the 
transit  operators  be  included. 

7.  Director's  Report  (For  discussion  only) 
-Ongoing  Activities 

Director  Reiskin  discussed  recent  awards  given  to  the  SFMTA,  JFK  cycle  track  sui-vey  and 
results,  seasonal  parking  and  traffic  measures;  the  Church  and  Duboce  Rail  Replacement  Project; 
Church  Street  Pilot  Project;  and  the  Partnership  for  a  Healthier  America  grant  to  San  Francisco 
for  "Play  Streets." 

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Peter  Witt  expressed  appreciation  for  opening  Stockton  Street  during  the  holiday  and  suggested 
that  taxis  should  have  peak  time  rates.  He  discussed  the  best  way  to  catch  a  cab  and  the  need  for 
more  buses.  (Mr.  Witt  provided  a  written  statement  that  is  attached  to  these  minutes.) 

8.  Citizens'  Advisory  Council  Report 
No  report. 

9.  Public  Comment 

Naeem  Malik  discussed  taxi  driver  issues  with  credit  cards  and  requested  that  they  be  allowed  to 
set  a  minimum  fee  for  credit  card  use. 

Marcelo  Fonseca  discussed  Uber  Cabs  illegal  operation  and  urged  the  SFMTA  to  go  after  them. 

Javad  Mirsaidi  discussed  the  Board's  action  to  approve  a  unilateral  contract  amendment  at  the 
last  meeting.  The  only  recourse  he  has  is  to  file  a  lawsuit. 

Manuel  Arce  protested  the  unilateral  amendment  to  Contract  #1250  at  the  last  meeting  and  asked 
for  the  opportunity  for  both  parlies  to  present  their  sides  to  a  neutral  third  person.  Their  only 
recourse  is  a  lawsuit. 
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Donovan  Gilliland  discussed  the  unpaid  inefficiencies  witli  Contract  #1250  and  the  delays  they 
have  experienced.  He  requested  an  independent  review. 

Corey  Lamb  discussed  taxicab  service  to  the  49'er  ballgame  and  how  many  cabs  sat  in  gridlock 
and  how  town  cars  were  allowed  to  use  a  road  that  was  restricted.  He  asked  that  the  situation  get 
resolved  for  future  home  games. 

Herbert  Weiner  wondered  about  Muni's  high  crime  rate.  The  TEP  will  force  physically  disabled 
people  to  walk  a  mile  to  get  a  crowded  bus.  The  SFMTA  doesn't  advocate  for  the  community  as 
a  whole. 

Emil  Lawrence  talked  about  how  technology  is  superseding  medallions,  phone  "apps"  and 
London's  taxicab  systems.    Cab  drivers  can  make  more  by  using  their  own  car  and  not  paying 
any  fees.  A  collapse  in  the  medallion  price  is  in  the  horizon  in  a  few  years. 

Barry  Taranto  stated  that  they're  getting  better  information  and  asked  that  the  taxi  town  hall 
meetings  be  better  publicized.  Taxi  staff  isn't  attending  meetings  that  relate  to  taxi  service  such 
as  ISCOTT  and  TASC. 

Peter  Witt  recalled  his  first  cab  ride  and  his  eagerness  to  see  advances  in  taxi  dispatch.  Taxi 
service  is  broken.  In  2006,  the  bumps  in  the  road  were  clear  and  now  the  SFMTA  cliff  is  clear,  . 
(Mr.  Witt  provided  a  written  statement  that  is  attached  to  these  minutes.) 

Tariq  Mehmood  discussed  credit  cards  and  how  tips  have  decreased.  He  also  discussed  how  they 
are  losing  money  with  Uber  and  how  neither  Luxor  nor  Yellow  Cab  wants  an  SFMTA  app.  The 
industiy  needs  one  app  with  all  the  cab  companies  involved  so  the  public  can  see  where  all  cabs 
are. 

Mark  Gruberg  discussed  the  need  for  a  single  taxi  app,  the  lack  of  money  in  the  taxi  driver  ftind 
and  the  need  to  crack  down  on  rogue  taxi  services.  The  CPUC  is  going  after  Uber  for  not  having 
licenses.  These  sei-vices  are  a  threat  to  the  SFMTA  regulatoiy  system  as  well  as  to  eveiy  taxi 
driver. 

Paolo  Pereira  stated  that  Luxor  has  a  great  app  and  how  the  "moustache  cars"  are  taking  cab 
driver  business. 

Mary  McGuire  discussed  how  the  industiy  is  facing  deregulation,  why  the  public  hates  taxis  and 
how  companies  such  as  Uber  and  Lyft  won't  serve  the  disabled  community  if  the  taxi  industry 
goes  away.  Drivers  need  a  universal  app  and  the  tools  to  compete. 

David  Basada  discussed  how  his  son  was  denied  a  spot  on  the  medallion  wait  list. 
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Bill  Mounsey  expressed  appreciation  to  Director  Rubke  for  attending  the  last  taxi  town  hall 
meeting  and  suggested  that  all  directors  should  come  to  a  meeting.  He  discussed  the  issuance  of 
permits  to  cab  companies  and  stated  that  he  would  like  to  have  one.
